and by recommending myſelf to my good Angel, 
and to all the Court of Heaven. 

1 Q. Is this all that a good Chriſtian should do, by 
May of morning Exerciſe ? 

A. No; for he ought alſo, if he has Time and 
Opportunity, to meditate in the Morning on his 
laſt End? or ſome other devout Subject, and to 
hear Maſs with Attention and Devotion.

Q.. How do you make this daily Examination of 
Conſcience ? 

A. Firſt, I place myſelf in the Preſence of God, 
(as [uſually do at the Beginning of all my Prayers) 
and I beg his Light and Help, to know my Sins 
nnd to be ſorry for them. e | 
_ Secondly, I conſider how L have ſpent the Day 
=. from Morning till Night; in what Manner I have 
performed my Prayers, and all other Duties; 
What Bleffings I have received from God; and 
What Offences I have been guilty of againſt him, 
by Commithon or Omiſhon.
